REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 5,941,610 to Hayashi et al. The improvement comprises a 
tandem brake booster with a partition member being characterized by a disc with a cylindrical 
body extending from a ledge formed on a peripheral surface of the disc and a flange located on 
the cylindrical body between the ledge and an end face of the cylindrical body, for the purposes 
of preventing floating movement of the partition member.
